This is in response to the Interview Summary, personal 
interview date of June 24, 2004. A copy of the Interview 
Summary is enclosed herewith. 

Claims 17 through 33 and prior art of Adler, Meadows, and 
4H article were discussed. An agreement with respect to the 
claims was reached. Applicant argued that fingerprint device of 
applicant's prior patent, Meadows, Patent No. 4,699,077, does 
not work well with pets, unlike with human fingerprints, because 
the wet nose blurs the print. Also, the chemicals irritate the 
pet's nose. Hence, it would not have been obvious to combine 
Meadows with Adler. The Examiners agree. Upon completing an 
update search, if no better prior art is found, the Examiners 
will issue the application.
